Positive Pressure}? 


Dwight D. Eisenhower, having 
become an active president of 
the United States instead of a 
passive one, is 
beginning to put 
his hallmark on 
the evolution of 
our political and 
domestie life. 

After a year 
of indecision, in 
which he slowly 
shed his old 
ideas that the 
President 
should not at- 
~~ tempt to influ- 
ence legislation and policy, he 
has begun to exert positive pres- 
sure. He did so.in the St. Law- 
rence waterways bill. It was 
his intervention, which defeated 
the Bricker amendment. He 
moved, after what must have 
been prayerful delay, since he 
loathes the man, and always has, 
into the Joe McCarthy affair to 
protect fhe Army and himself, 
as the symbol of the Republican 
Party. Only his personality and 
pressure last week enabled his 
tax bill to pass the House, where 
the opposition had sought to 
amend it by increasing income 
tax exemptions for the lower 
wage earners. 

Republican leadership in the 
Senate, in control] of the legisla- 
tive mill, has announced the 
Senate test on the tax bill may 
be delayed by six weeks or more. 

The administration tax bill, 
first overall revision to be of- 
fered in about 70 years, does not 
provide, as did the Republican 
campaign speeches of 1952, for 
any lowering of the income tax 
rate, 


Tests 


The opposing Democrats and 
Republicans are suggesting 
that the income tax exemption 
level be raised from $600 to 
$700. Their argument is that the 
present deflation and unemploy- 
ment work a hardship on the 
lowest wage earners. To raise 
the exemption by $100 would 
drop 4,000,000 of our lowest paid 
persons from the income tax 
rolls. An exemption of $800 
would remove 7,000,000. If the 
personal exemption should be 
set at $1,000, as some seriously 
propose, then 15,000,000 would 
go off the rolls. 

This has a powerful appeal, 
especially to congressmen and 
senators from states where agri- 
culture is feeling the pinch of 
lower commodity prices and 
where shifts in industrial pro- 
duction have caused lay-offs or 
factory closings. 

But, to remove persons from 
the tax rolls altogether is not 
desirable. 

And this brings us to the crux 
of the Eisenhower strategy. 

The President has asked his 
Senate leaders to hold the bill 
from any decision until the em- 
ployment and consumption fig- 
ures for March are available. 
Both he and his economists are 
convinced those figures will pro- 
vide the answer to when, and if, 
the administration must put into 
effect any plans to hoefster em- 
ployment and spending.\.- 

There is some optimism that 
the figures will show the upturn 
which all of us so earnestly wish 
to see. If so, the President will 
seek to hold the tax line and 
likely will be able to do so. If 
the statistics of March are not 
all that are desired, he will offer 
an administration amendment to 
cut the income tax rate—as op- 
posed to changing the exemp- 
tion. ‘ 


New Era 


It is plain we are moving into 
a new political era. The old slo- 
gans don’t fit. The issues of the 
New Deal era no longer remain. 
They are written into the basic 
law. What does remain is hatred 
of Truman and Roosevelt... 
the old slogans and shibboleths, 
old loyalties, enmities, preju- 
dices and wounds. 

Teddy Roosevelt was cursed 
as a radical and a Communist. 
Yet when Woodrow Wilson came 
along the reforms by T. R. were 
not enough. And when Franklin 
Roosevelt was elected, there 
were no blueprints for the chaos 
of world depression. 

It is always so. 

President Eisenhower has 
learnedi he cannot use the old 
formulae—he must make new 
ones. It is already obvious that 
his administration is neither 
anti-New Deal nor pro-New Deal. 
We saw Senator Bricker de- 
nounce it on the one hand. And 
the Democrats do not find it 
acceptable in all aspects. The 
President is learning—as they 
all do—that external forces have 
much to do with policy. A pas- 
sive president is overwhelmed 
by them. An active president 
seeks to direct them, : 
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behind the Tron Curtain.

Let State Build Now 
At the Girls’ School 


The outstanding need of the Georgia 
Training School for Girls is buildings ade- 
quate for the obvious purpose of rehabili- 
tation and education. The governor of 
Georgia sees the need. He has as much as 
$900,000 in cash ready to erect buildings 
at the school. The architect has the plans 
ready. 

The governor visited the school Mon- 
day afternoon accompanied by State Wel- 
fare Director Alan Kemper and William 
E. Ireland, superintendent of correctional 
instituitons. He told the welfare director 
and his assistant to proceed with improve- 
ments at the school—with beautification 
of the grounds, with the~ building of 
classrooms and a gymnasium with ad- 
dition of personnel, with other changes 
recommended by the school officials. 

That is as it should be. The need is 
now and the time to meet it is now. 


At the same time, Mr. Kemper has 
suggested that the girls’ school and the 
state's three other correctional schools 
for juveniles be shifted from his depart- 
ment to the department of education. He 
thinks the facilities and personnel of the 
education department are better suited to 
the training of minors than those in wel- 
fare. 

The welfare director could have a 
point there. But we suspect that back of 
his reasoning there is a desire to pass on 
to another agency a troublesome prob- 
lem, one in which he has never evidenced 
enough interest. While Mr. Kemper has 
done a good job with state hospitals, he 
has not acted aggressively to improve 
conditions at the girls’ school. 

A jurisdictional shift, even if judged 
desirable, could not be made now. The 
change would require legislative action, 
which could not come until next January. 

Meanwhile, the improvement program 
at the school need not be delayed. In- 
stead there is every reason why it should 
be pushed. Even if the institution were 
transferred to another department, the 
same new buildings and equipment would 
be useful. 

The training school leaders are beg- 
ging for better facilities. The governor 
wants the school to have them. The 
Kemper proposal on jurisdiction should be 
no deterrent.

Former Fulton Tract 


Resale Raises Question 


An item in the news makes us wonder 
how well the Fulton County Commission 
functions in caring for business of the peo- 
ple. 

The news story says that on Dec. 1, 
1941, a 43-acre tract of land on the west 
side of the county was acquired by the 
county for $16,000. 

On July 5, 1950, this entire tract of 
land was sold by the county commission- 
ers for $26,500. 

On Feb. 24, 1954, a deed was recorded 
in Fulton County Superior Court disclos- 
ing that a major portion—but not all—of 
this same land had been sold. 

The deed bore $82.50 worth of fed- 
eral revenue stamps. These federal stamps 
sell at the rate of $1.10 per thousand. Thus 
$82.50 worth of stamps would indicate 
that this portion of the former county 
property, which the county sold in 1950 
for $26,500, was sold for $75,000. 

The records reveal that at the time of 
the sale by the county in 1950 Commis- 
sioners Jack Towns, who is no longer in 
office, I. Gloer Hailey and R. L. (Shorty) 
Doyal voted for the sale. Commissioners 
J. H. (Jim) Aldredge and Tom Camp 
opposed the sale, saying they felt “other 
interested parties should be given an op- 
portunity to bid on this particular prop- 
erty.” 

The average citizen, noting that a por- 
tion of the property—but not all—has now 
been sold for $75,000, will find himself 
belatedly interested in why, indeed, oth- 
er interested parties were not afforded an 
opportunity to bid.

The Economic Doctors 
Are on the Alert 


A nationally known economist taking 
the nation’s business pulse in Washington 
said: 

“A physician can’t tell when you are 
going to be ill. He may find your blood 
pressure up a bit, the heart acting a bit 
peculiarly or the various analyses not 
quite all they might be. While these sep- 
arately, or together, indicate possible ill- 
ness of a nature requiring drastic treat- 


.ment, he can’t say when that will be. So 


he recommends a light diet and at least 
eight hours of bed-rest per day. 

“An economist,” the economist said, 
“can discover certain signs of possible ill- 
ness in the nation’s economic body. But 
he can’t say when, or if, the patient really 


b 
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is going to be sick. He also can provide 
the medicine to be used when, and if, 
the economic illness does strike. ' 

“But he can't say when it will hit. 
That's the situation we now are in. Like 
the doctor, the economist knows it is im- 
portant to dose the patient at the right 
time. A delay will call for more effective 
drugs. So it is with economic plans. 
When to use them is the big decision.” 

The diagnostic dispute rages in Wash- 
ington. 

Senators Hill and Douglas, Democrats 
of Alabama and Illinois, respectively, say 
now is the time to put antideflationary 
plans into action—such as cutting income 
taxes by lifting the exemptions $200 and 
by cutting the excise taxes on necessities, 
not luxuries. 

This latter is almost sure to be done. 
The House has cut the excise taxes on 
things people don’t really have to have. 
The Senate also may go along on the in- 
come tax payments. 

But a commiftee of the best business 
minds says, ‘No. Now is not the time.” 

The Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, while providing for public works, 
expansion of the money supply and easing 
of credit and interest rates, says it is too 
early to apply these remedies because 
they may not prove necessary. 

The CED predicts an upturn “by early 
fall.” 

We trust these men are right. The na- 
tion does have a good economic backlog 
of employment and savings. All evidence 
points to a need for more world trade, 
such as the President has urged. 

We are glad “the doctors” are inter- 
ested.

State Chamber Manager Walter Cates 
sums up the state’s growth in industry in 
significant words: 

“This encouraging industrial growth 
is principally due to the natural and pro- 
duced advantages offered in Georgia, but 
an important cause is the strong team- 
work and effective cooperation at both 
state and local levels.”

That has happened. It was only 
natural that this business adminis- 
tration’s tax policies, which are 
formulated:by a secretary of treas-

should be weighted for business. 


Secretary of Treasury Humphrey 
is honest and sincere about it all.

This is the theory that if you lighten 
the tax burden on business, then 
production will expand and that 
will be translated down to the peo- 
ple in more jobs.

“That's what it takes to sell 
papers.” 

He went on to explain he learned 
about the latter as a young re- 
porter in Iowa. A boy and his dog 
were reported lost — in the coal 
mine country. The supposition 
arose that they had wandered into 
the abandoned run of a slope mine. 
The theory developed into a “fact.” 

A crowd gathered at the mine 
entrance. First, they said they 
could hear both boy and dog from 
away back in the manmade cave. 
Then they could hear only the 
whimper of the dog. The paper 
carried the story, plaintive detail 
by detail. 

“It turned out,” said the “Front 
Page’ editor, ‘‘that both boy and 
dog were at the former's grand- 
mother’s, safe all the time. But it 
sold a hell of a lot of newspapers.” 

Sex as a best seller the man 
illustrated by recollection of an 
experience in Boston where he was 
sent to boost the circulation of the 
Hearst paper. 

Two bandits, man and wife, had 
fled from the Eastern scene of 
their crime in a_ highpowered 
roadster, their six-year-old daugh- 
ter with them in the car.

Another Howey story, anticlimac- 
tic at this point, was how he sold 
the City of Chicago on the idea 
that it didn’t have enough ambu- 
lances to meet an emergency— 
another Chicago fire for example. 
He said his paper would be glad 
to furnish an auxiliary fleet. The 
city government consented. The 
paper bought the ambulances, 
painted them white and on the 
sides inscribed ‘Chicago Ameri- 
can”’ in large red letters. 

“When we wanted to send the 
City Hall reporter to his beat, we 
put him in one of those ambulances. 
Away it went, siren screaming. 
People rushed to the newstands to 
see ‘What is the American up to 
now?’ .? 

Walter Howey represented a sen- 


sational kind of journalism that . 


has pretty well passed from the 
picture. Most of the profession say 
that it has passed is for the better. 
But so far as his prescription for 
readership is concerned there has 


. been no basic change.

The opponents of Senator McCarthy are overreaching themselves 
and causing more bitter cleavages than they realize. The other day 
a prominent Protestant clergyman in a nationally known church in 


New York City attacked the Cath- 
olic Church as giving birth to 
such men as McCarthy. This re- 
grettable assault on the Catholic 
religion was promptly repudiated 
editorially by two very important 
newspapers which have been bit- 
terly opposed to Senator McCar- 
thy but who deplored the raising 
of this issue. 

Senator McCarthy's views or 
his attitude in committee work 
can hardly be made the basis of 
his expulsion from the Senate 
despite the fact that .he has in- 
curred enmities by his vigorous 
fight against Communists in the 
government. Some of the critics 
are indulging in the same smear 
tactics and the same intolerance 
which they attribute to congres- 
sional committee hearings. Ex- 
amining some of the expressions 
of opinions one read or hears 
against McCarthy, it might ap- 
pear that senators can be thrown 
out of the Senate just because 
they utter unpopular views. It 
seems to be forgotten that any- 
thing a senator chooses to say at 
a committee hearing, he can also 
say in a speech on the floor of 
the Senate, and there is no rule 


by which he can be punished for 
freedom of expression. 

The Democrats have played 
the game shrewdly. They knew 
that the Truman holdovers in 
Washington and a sympathetic 
press crops would keep the Mc- 
Carthy issue alive and now the 
anti-McCarthy partisans are re- 
joicing. The Democrats think 
they have damaged the Republi- 
can Party and made it easier. for 
the Democrats to return to pow- 
er. The anti-McCanthy Republi- 
cans think they have driven away 
from him many millions ef Re- 
publicans whb have been his fol- 
lowers. But it must not be for- 
gotten that there are millions of 
Democratic voters who will cross 
over to the Republican Party to 
help elect candidates who are de- 
termined to root out Communists 
in the government and to expose 
those who protected them in the 
past.

THINK SPIRITUALLY . 


Third, think spiritually. To 
think spiritually means to turn 
the mind at regular intervals to 
God.

Peasants Don’t 
Lose Identities

The designation ‘‘peasant’’ isn’t a pleasant one to American 
ears. It has a subservient sound and ‘although we are willing 
to agree that there are people who are nobler and people who 
are richer than we are it offends us to assume that these things 
are determined before birth. We can, we say ruggedly, be as 
noble and as rich as we are able—and don’t call us peasants! 

Yet I’ve been reading about European peasants and it turns 
out that they are just as set up over being peasants as we're 
set up over being whatever citizens of a democracy call them- 
se'ves. (I've got lunch money today and new soles on my 
shoes; I'm a capitalist.) 


Mr. Bohuslav Soumar, the managing editor, or maybe Mr. 
Henrikas Blazas, the assistant managing editor, or perhaps 
even Mr. Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, the president, have started 


sendigg me copies of the monthly bulletin of the International 
Peasaat Union. This publication is printed in English and it 
comments on international affairs, communism and what's go0- 
ing on behind the Iron Curtain. It also has an explanation of the 
peasant ideology, which I found extremely interesting. 


Viadko Macek, president of the Croatian Agrarian Party, 
disagrees with American economists who consider peasants 
‘*‘simply a class, fighting like laborers or farmers, for their ma- 
terial prosperity.’’ Peasants’ of Eastern and Southeastern Eu- 
rope are not merely a class but a people, says Dr. Macek and 
goes on: 

‘The peasant’s attachment to the land, his life in the vil- 
Jage community and his thousand-year-old social and cultural 
habits create a specific way of thinking and reasoning, and thus 
form the peasant outlook on the world and its problems.”’ He 
says the peasant ideology has a threefold value, universality, 
stability and strength. 

And Mrs. Alena Devenis, writing about the peasants of Rus- 
sia, says something real encouraging. She tells of the touching 
love of the peasant for the land, the seizure of his farm by the 
state. 


“Since he remembers himself he remembers the farm. Not 
only practice and knowledge but also traditions, ambition and 
love were his inspiration for work and improvement. His parents 
before him and his children after him make the farm timeless 
and almost sacred land. Here was his religion, too, with con- 
fidence of God's help he worked; when he failed it helped him to 
endure the loss, when he was succesful, in thankfulness he 
gave to his church. All of this came out of a free will, out of a 
thankfulness for his freedom, for his being master of himself 
and his own land. . . . He belonged to the land as much as 
the land belonged to him, but under the Soviet system every- 
thing was turned upside down.” 


She tells of the peasant's loss of his land, the arrival of 


eCommunists with machinery ‘‘but the machinery needs even 
greater care, so this didn’t help."’ She tells of farm managers in- 
toning Communist doctrine over loud-speakers and adds. “The 
poor neglected cows don't get any inspiration from Malenkov’'s 
or Khrushchev’s speeches; they give less and less milk, there 
is not much bread, not to mention butter. As the lips of the 
people are forced to praise the Communist way of farming, the 
hungry stomach sings d.[ferent hymns.” 


Young people have no desire to stay on the farms. Students 
have to be drafted for the agricultural colleges. Stalin's picture 
hangs beside Christ’s in the churches. There's no pleasure and 
little profit in work. 


The escape is easy, Says Mrs. Devenis. Lose yourself, be- 
come a Communist. 


But peasants, she Says, don’t lose themselves. With that 
strange, dogged vitality they have resisted.and resisted. Even 
Communist Statistics show that around Moscow and Leningrad 
in the heart of communism, only 1.4 per cent belonged to the 
Communist Party after more than 25 years of propaganda and 
force, reports Mrs. Denvenis. 


That gives the designation “peasant” a different connotation,
